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This summer’s drought is being 
blamed for an unusual number of 
sewer blocks this fall. 

Donald Bassett told the Board 
of Public Works Monday night that 
his department has been called 
out to clear blocked sewer Pipes 
in greater numbers than usual. 

He blamed the dry summer, which 
caused tree roots to seek out 
moisture in the pipes. Many areas 
usually provide enough water for 
the trees but failed to do so this 
year.

It’s pretty easy to forget what Thanksgiving Day is 
supposed to mean, Modern living has taken most of the 
“Thanks”? out of the Day, leaving it a special holiday in 
the middle of the week when it’s perfectly OK to break 
that -diet. 

‘Irue, most churches have 1 hanksgiving services. But, 
also true, most people just don’t bother to even feel thank- 
ful, never mind attending special services to express their 
thanks. 

It really is sort of a tragedy that the ‘‘thanks’’ in 
Thanksgiving Day has taken a back seat to the incidentals.

It’s high time that all of us returned to the 
spirit of our forefathers, who realized that the most im- 
portant part of that Day was the giving of thanks, not the 
food. 


State’s Red Tape 


As this is being written, no word has been received 
from the state division of waterways about Rogers Brook — 
although that division has promised to have plans com- 
pleted by now. 

The Selectmen, whose baby this is, are still waiting to 
see the plans. As a matter of fact, they’re still waiting to 
get even a letter from the division commenting on progress. 

The town has anteed up its half of the money; the state 
has agreed to undertake the project; but nothing gets done. 

Plans for tne huge job were let out to a consulting 
engineer last spring — and subsequent news stories quoted 
state officials as saying completed preliminary plans 
were in the consultant’s office awaiting his personal in- 
spection. But he was in California. Ihe man has since 
returned and a TCWNSMAN news story two weeks ago 
quoted state officials as claiming to have the plans in 
their hands, all but done, with every intention of consult- 
ing the selectmen within a week or 10 days. 

This is a farce. 

The division has been promising results all summer. 
But they have been empty promises, without action. It 
looks like the usual state red tape, only more so. 

For that matter, we have also noted with some mis- 
givings that the same consultant, in whose office the 
Rogers Brook plans lagged, has been given the Route 28 
job, north of the river. If he doesn’t do speedier work on 
that, the road won't get done even in 1960. 

But back to the brook. 

It is obvious that even speedy discussion of plans will 
produce nothing now, for construction probably can’t be- 
cin until spring. We hope there is some way to guarantee 
work starting then, but on the basis of past performance, 
we can’t be sure. Next time the town wants to get tangled 
up with the state in a construction project of any magni- 
tude, we suggest everyone look carefully at this record of 


inefficiency and delay before voting yes.

GOURMET 
“STEALS”

How best to roast a turkey is a 
perennial subject with even an ex- 
perienced hand at turning out 
sumptuous Thanksgiving dinners.
